DETAILED ACTION 

This Office Action is in response to an amendment filed 14 September 2010 in which 
claims 1-3, 22 and 24 were amended. Claims 1-22 and 24 are pending. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-22 and 24 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1-22 and 24 are allowable over the prior art for at least the reason that the prior art 
fails to teach and/or suggest a viewing device with fixed first and second reflective surfaces and 
"wherein the first and second reflective surfaces are not positioned parallel to one another, and 
the second reflective surface is adapted to direct the reflected light beam so that in total it is 
deflected at an angle of between 35 degrees and 60 degrees in the horizontal plane from the 
direction of the incoming light beam through a second aperture, and wherein the incoming light 
beam and the reflected light beam do not cross over one another, such that a user can be 
horizontally offset from the incoming light beam for viewing by an object through the viewing 
device" as set forth in the claimed combination.
